(ii) Be absent without sanctioned leave or per¬ 

mission. 

(iii) Neglect work or show negligence in the 

performance of work including slowing 
down of work. 

(iv) Commit any act which is subversive of dis¬ 

cipline or of good behaviour. 

(v) Abet or attempt to abet any act which am¬ 

ounts to misconduct. 

(vi) Act in insubordination or disobedience 

either alone or in combination with 
others, “in relation to duties”.
